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JOHNS, LEAHY MADE 
ADMINISTRATOR. OF 
CAMPBELL ESTATE 


Lawyer Required to Give Bond of $10,000,000 to 
Serve Pending Contest of Will by Relatives 
of Late Multimillionaire—Leahy’s Fee, Say 
Attorneys, May Reach $100,000. 


John S. Leahy of the law firm of Leahy, Saunders & Barth 
was appointed by Judge Holtcamp in the Probate Court today as 
administrator pendente lite of the estate of James Campbell, mul- 
timillionaire broker and public service corporation magnate. 

The Campbell estate has been variously estimated as being 


worth from $11,006,000 to $18,000,000. 


It is the largest estate 


ever contested for in the St. Louis courts and the administrator- 
ship, pending litigation to break the will, is said by lawyers to be 


the richest plum ever handed out 

As administrator pendente lite, Leahy, 
temporarily, will supplant the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co., which was named as ex- 
ecutor in Campbell's will. He will serve 
until the adjudication or settlement of a 
contest to break the will, filed Oct. 3, 
by Margaret C. Harrison, Mamie C. 
Spargo, James G. Campbell, Archie W. 
Campbell and Genevieve Baker, nephews 
and nieces of James Campbell. 

Allegations in Contest Suit. 

In their action to obtain shares in 
the estate they alleged that Campbell 
was unduly influenced to leave his es- 
tate in trust for the ultimate benefit 
of St. Louis University. They also as- 
serted that Campbell left no child or 
children, though in his will he named 
Lois Ann Campbell, now Mrs. Elzey 
Burkham, as his daughter. 

Leahy’s bond as administrator pen- 
dente lite was fixed at $10,000,000. He 
will have to pay the premium for this 
bond out of his own pocket. 

Half an hour after his appointment 
Leahy appeared in the Probate Court. 
His purposé, Ne sald, was to confer 
with Judge Holtcamp as to whether he 
would be nequired to give a surety corm- 
pany bond or whether a bond signed by 
‘{ndividuals would be accepted. The pre- 
mium on a surety company bond of 
$10,000,000, he said, would be $10,475 a 
year, 

Leahy’s Powers Restricted. 

Leahy said that as administrator pen- 
dente lite, he would not be permitted to 
make a total distribution of the estate 
or to make disbursements of any kind 
except such as would be approved by 
Judge Holtcamp. All contemplated dis- 
bursements must be submitted to the 
Court before being made. 

In this respect Leahy’s powers will be 
much more restricted than those of the 
Mercantile Trust Co. have been. Under 
the terms of the will the trust company 
had full power to handle the estate, 
liquidate its holdings or reinvest its 
funds. Leahy can do none of these 
things. He cannot even make the be- 
quest payments to the heirs, Mrs. Camp- 
bell and Mrs, Burkham. 4 

Allowance Payments Affected. 

Until the will contest is settled, Leahy 
said, Mrs. Campbell can obtain no 
funds from the estate except such sums 
as are allowed to her from time to time 
by Judge Holtcamp. Instead of receiv- 
ing bequest payments at certain inter- 
vals she will have to make application 
for allowances from time to time. When 
these payments are authorized Leahy 
will make them. 

Mre. Burkham will not be entitled to 
any bequest payments or allowances 
while the litigation is pending. If the 
effort to break the will is unsuccessful 
she will be entitied to collect all of the 
suspended bequest payments. 


Leahy will receive a commission of 5 


per cent on all the disbursements he 
makes, and, in addition, at the close of | 


his administratorshir he will receive 
such “reasonable compensation” as the 
Court may allow him. While he would 
make no estimate of his probable earn- 
ings in connection with the estate, other 
lawyers said the administratorship ; 


probably would yield to him $50,000 to'! 


$10,000, depending on the length of time 
consumed in the contest litigation. 
Eatate Becomes Inactive. : 
Leahy'’s appointment automatically 
suspends the functions of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co, as administrator. The 
company cannot now make any dis- 
bursements from the estate or reinvest 
ites funds. Moneys and securities of the 
estate now held on deposit by the trust 
company probably will remain in its 


by a Probate Judge in St. Louis. 
Co., or its .president, Festus.J. Wade, 
be mado administrator pendente lite. 

If Wade were appointed, he said, cir- 
cumstances would arise in which it 
would be necessary for Wade to act in 
the dual capacity of administrator and 
president of the Mercantile Trust Co. 
This, he said, would be contrary to the 
spirit of the law. 

In closing, the Judge quoted the scrip- 
tural text: ‘“‘The letter killeth, but the 
spirit giveth life.’’ . 

There is no appeal from Judge Holt- 
camp’s decision in appointing an admin- 
istrator pendente lite, and he alone 
could remove his appointee, and then 
mly after it had been proven to him 
that the person appointed was unfit to 
verform the duties of the administrator- 


y ship. 


Wade Saw Danger of Loxs. 

At the hearing preceding the appoint- 
ment Wade told the Court that if he 
were appointed administratur pendente 
lite he would serve without asking fees 
or compensation of any kind. . He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the temporary 
administration of the estate by one not 
thoroughly familiar with it might cause 
a loss of from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. It 
would take at least a year, he said, for 
an outsider to become familiar with the 
affairs of the estate. 

W. F. Carter, vice-president of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., testified that in 
the four months of the company’s ad- 
ministration of the estate its 5 per cent 
commissions on disbursements had 
amourited to $46,708. 

Carter told a Post-Dispatch repoftter 
the trust company officials would make 
no statement today about Leahy's ap- 
pointment. He said he might make one 
tomorrow after he had consulted with 
other persons. Wade is out of town. 

Mrs. Campbell, at her home declined 
to see a reporter. Her personal attor- 
ney, Morton Jourdan, is out of the city.

Frank Far- 
rell, who testified yesterday that he 
had seen a woman running from the 
window through which the shot was 
fired, around the Carman house to the 
rear, was recalled to the stand and 
cross-examined for an hour and 15 min- 
utes. 

Counsel Outlines Her Story. 

‘‘We will prove,’’ said George M. Levy, 
counsel for Mrs. Carman, in his open- 
ing address, ‘‘that this crime was not 
committed by Mrs. Carman, but by a 
man, whose motives we do not know.” 

Levy told of Mrs. Carman’s movements 
on the day and night of the murder. He 
said she went to New York during the 
day, returned with a headache and aft- 
er dinner went to bed. 

“Mrs. Carman will tell you that she 
then heard a shot and some commotion 
downstairs,” he said. 

This was the first definite declaration 
from the defense that she was to tes- 
tify. 

“She immediately put on a kimono 
and leaned over the banister,’’ her law- 
yer continued. “She did not go into 
the office, because Dr. Carman had for- 
bidden her to do so. 

“She will admit all about the tele- 
phonic instrument and she will tell you 
that she had it installed to find out if 
the things she had heard about the doc. 
tor’s relations with women were true. 
We will show you that there can be no 
suspicion attached to Mrs. Carman’s 
talks with me, because I was a friend 
of the family and had been for years. 

“As to the witness, Farrell, we will 
prove him a liar.”’

Former Gov. David R. Francis exa- 
cuted a turning movement on United 
States Senator James A. Reed and a 
party of diners at the Planters Hotel 
yesterday.

Reports that the Germans’ West Flanders army, from the 
vicinity of the coast south to Courtrai was being hammered into a 
zigzag line by the combined efforts of the British navy and the 
British, French and Belgian troops, seemed to coincide with so 
many points that, in the absence of claims of any advances from 
Berlin, opinion bere was that the fighting among the canals of 
North Belgium had been resulting favorably for the allies.

It is clear now that ships have been playing an important part in the 
warfare along the coast. The Admiralty officially announces. that the 
monitors Severn, Humber and Mersey not only bombarded the German 
position south of Ostend, but landed detachments of marines with machine 
guns. It is reported from other sources that 11 war vessels in all are taking 
part in the operation. : 

The monitors apparently have been able to dodge submarine attacks, 
though, as reported on Tuesday at least twelve torpedoes were discharged at 
them without one finding its mark. How the German submarines gett 
Ostend is unknown, but presumably they crept down the Dutch coas:, sub 
merging whenever sighted by a British patrol, and then picked their be 
carefully through the British mine fields.

“Belgians Force Germans Back 5 Miles; 


French Make Progress on Eastern Wing

ON THE BATTLE FRONT, via Paris, Wednesday.—The Belgian army 
with the English Channel on its extreme wing is showing a marvelous fight- 
ing spirit, despite its long hard campaign and grief over the loss of Ant- 
werp and other large cities, and today forced back the Germans five miles. 


In the terrific open struggle, which has been in progress along

frontier for several days, the Belgians, with the allied French and British, 


bave repelled with the greatest energy incessant German attacks. 


Today, like yesterday, the German heavy artillery poured a heavy bom- 
bardment on the allied positions, but the Belgians, undeterred, delivered a

FIGHTING MEN 


Correspondent at Front, 


Tells How Russians Dig 


Only Shallow Trenches, So Confident Are 
They That They Will Move Forward. 


Special Cable te the Post-Dispatch 
and New York Werld. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—A correspondent 
of the London Chronicle sends the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Grodno by way 
of Petrograd: 

“I have returned here after a journey 
along the East Prussian frontier, as 
close to the scenes of daily fighting as 
« could obtain permission to go. The 
route was from the north of Suwalki 
southward to Graevo, a stretch of coun- 
try recently occupied by Germans, but 
where now remaing not a single Ger- 
man outpost. 

“The presence of Gen. Rennenkampf, 
the Russian comander of the present 
front, is in itself a victory of brilliant 
quality which brought to nothing the 
German purpose of an advance on Pe- 
trograd and Warsaw, this line being iv 
conjunction with the Silesian armies 
moving on Warsaw. 


How Russian Seldier Lives. 
“It is stimulating to see the Russian 
soldier as he lives and fights. I have 
seen many thousands of them camped 
in the rain-swamped bogs or marching 
indefatigably over roads which are long 
quagmires of mud, always with an air 
of contentment and a look of being bent 
on business. They include the Baltic 
province men, speaking German with a 
strong flavoring, and Jews are brigaded 
with huge Siberians, whose marching 
must constitute a world record. The 
Cossacks are past counting, and with 
them are the long-coated, tight-belted 
Circassians and Kalmucks, al! represent- 
ing a mixture of races and languages 
like that of the British empire. 
“Actually the whole line is a battle 
front from north of Wirballen to well 
into Poland, and no day passes without 
a contact with the enemy. This is an 
army in which every man has fought. 
Most of them have been in hand-to- 
hand conflict with the Germans. They 
have approached the front through a 
country which the enemy has devas- 
tated. There is no village which does 
not bear the mark of destruction of life 
and property. 
“I have seen these things for myself— 
houses burned, others pillaged and the 
contents dragged into the streets and 
there sinashed. Churches have been in- 
variably defiled. Pitiable tales are told 
of shooting of villagers and outrages on 
women and girls. 
“It is impossible not to admire these 
endless battalions of Siberians. I came 
past Suwalki as they were moving up, 
column after column, in gray overcuats. 
They bore the brunt of fighting unsup-

Some of them are 
very cleverly hidden with growing 
bushes. All the peasants remaining at 
the countryside in Prussia are com- 
pelled to work digging trenches and 
implacements, for the guns of large 


caliber have concrete foundations. 


Prepared to Stay in Suwalki.

Lawyer Outlines 
Story Mrs. Carman 
Will Tell on Stand

given yesterday by Celia Coleman, tho 
Carman mald, was begun by the de- 
fense with its first witness, Benedict 
Cheesman, a negro stenographer of New 
York. Cheesman testified that he and 
two negro lawyers called on Celia in 
New York on July 14 last and that the 
lawyers questioned Celia about her 
knowledge of the crime, while he took 
down questions and answers in short- 
hand. He identified a typewritten etate- 
ment as the one she had made. In it 
Celia said she wanted to tell the whole 
truth. She was not under oath, how- 
ever, and she made no mention of Mrs. 
Carman’s having shown her a revolver. 

The court stenographer read in a mon- 
otone the long statement taken down 
by Cheesman and alleged to have been 
made by Celia. As he did so the jurors 
leaned back in their chairs and several 
closed their eyes. 

The defense has subpenaed 2 wit- 
nesses, but their testimony is expected 
to be unimportant. 

As on preceding days, the courtroom 
was crowded with women. Elizabeth 
Carman, the 12-year-old daughter of the 
defendant, was permitted to sit with 
her mother at the counsel tabl-. 

John Graham, Mrs. Carman’s lawye,:, 
questioned Farrell closely about his 
movements on the day of the murder.

RETREAT FROM 
WARSAW REGION 


Kaiser’s Troops Abandon Po- 
sitions They Had Fortified 
in Advance — Russians in 
Touch With Enemy Along 
267-Mile Front, Advanc- 
ing at Many Points. 


STUDENTS CALLED TO

Action, Taken as Indicating 
Solidarity of Empire, 
Causes Great Demonstra- 
tion in Petrograd — Rus- 
sians Out of Hungary.

PETROGRAD, Oct. 2.—The Russian 
official statement issued last night said; 
“The German troops which had vccu- 
pled the roads leading to Warsaw in 
the region north of the River Pilitza 
have been repulsed and are now in ful! 
retreat, ieaving their wounded on the 
battlefield. 
“The Germans have abandoned the po- 
sitions they had fortified in advance. 
“The Russian troops are energetically 
advancing along the whole front. 
“The enemy is still occupying the left 
bank of the Vistula south of the Pilitza 
and as far as Sandomir. 
Russian Position Secured, 
“The Russians, who had been gallant- 
ly holding for eight days the region of 
Kogenitz under most unfavorable con- 
ditions and heavy artillery fire, 
achieved considerable success on Oct, 
20 and their position on the left bank 
of the Vistula is now secured, 
“The attempts by the Austrians to 
cross the river San below /Przemysl 
have been checked and the F-ussians are 
assuming the offensive there. 
“In the region south of Przemys! are 
found the remains of all] the Austrian 
corps defeated in prior fights in Galicia, 
Here the Russian troops are energeti- 
cally checking the advance of numerous 
bodies of the enemy. 
“There is no essential change in East 
Prussia. We are at present in touch 
with the enemy on a front covering 
over 400 versts (about 267 miles) from 
the lower Bzoura to the slopes of the 
Carpathian Mountains.” 

Siberian Heroes Around Warsaw. 
The official news bureau, in a state- 
ment reviewing the fighting around 
Warsaw, says: : 
“The Russian troops displayed excep- 
tional energy in coming to the defense 
of Warsaw and saving the city from a 
German bombardment. The Russian 
concentration was effected with greater 
swiftness than was called for by strat- 
egical reasons. 

‘Documents taken from prisoners who 
were captured during the fighting near 
Warsaw show that the Germans were 
confident of entering that city between 
the lith and Il7th of October. 

“The Siberian regiments arriving at 
Warsaw were immediately sent to the 
front, but not before they were warmly 
hailed by the population, which was 
greatly impressed by the martial ap- 
pearance of these young soldiers. Dur- 
ing their bayonet charges at night, in 
the forest of Matchidlovsk, the Siberia 
soldiers took many prisoners belonging 
to the Twenty-first German Corps. The 
Seventeenth German Corps and some of 
their reserve troops who attempted to 
push forward in the region between 
Blonde and Prouschkoff suffered se- 
verely. It was there that the Siberian 
troops, together with other Russian 
forces, inflicted terrible losses on the 
enemy. Many villas in the vicinity 
were taken and retaken in hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

Russians Hold Trenchés in Marshes. 
“In engagements near Koszienica. the 
Caucusian regiments also gave proo: 
of extraordinary courage. For eight 
days these regiments were fighting on 
the left bank of the Vistula, in the 
marshes, where the trenches were con- 
stantly under water. Here they sus- 
tained the fire of the enemy’s heavy ar. 
tillery, but all the German attacks were 
repulsed. 

“Several regiments suffered severe 
losses, and one regiment had three com 
manders seriously wounded, one after 
the other. 

“The direction of the great battie go- 
ing on to the south of Przemysl, which 
has been Under way for six days, is in 
the hands of Gen. Broussilloff. The 
Austrian losses have been enormous. 
Many prisoners have been taken, includ- 
ing both Austrians and Germans.” 

Under instructions from Emperor 
Nicholas, orders were issued today by 
the War Office calling out the students 
of universities and high schools, who 
ordinarily are exempt from military 
service.

British Writer Tells How Allies Swept Down on

London, Oct. 22.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Chronicle, under date of North- 
ern France, Tuesday, says: 

“Two trainloads of wounded soldiers 
arrived here tonight from the scene of 
the desperate fighting at Nieuport and 
Dixmude, The Germans, in great 
strength, flung themselves on these two 
points in an effort to force their way 
to Nieuport, in the hope of gaining 
Furnes and the French frontier. 
“Despite heavy losses, the Germans 
returned to the attack three times. The 
engagement lasted the greater part of 
the day, but ultimately the Germans 
were driven back along the entire line. 
“In the beginning, however, the Ger- 
mans carried everything before them. 
They succeeded tn gaining possession of 
the town of Dixmude, but the allies’ re- 
inforcements, in a@ bayonet charge, 
swept down on the enemy with the stir- 
ring battle cry: ‘Remember Louvain 
and Termonde!’ 

Retreat Becomes Rout. 
“Desperate hand-to-hand fighting en- 
sued, and gradually the German resist- 
ance crumbled. The retreat, slow at 
first, finally became a rout. The allies’ 
artillery came into action and com- 
pleted the work of demoralization which 
the bayonets had begun. 

“The enemy, in their retreat, aban- 
doned thousands of dead and wounded. 
Our troops also lost heavily. Fifty sol- 


diers, who were only slightly wounded, 
died on the battlefield from exposure 
because the ambulance corps was un- 
able to give them attention. Large num- 
bers of the wéeunded, many of whom 
lay in the rain 15 hours, were without 
surgival aid." 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Boulogne, under date of Wednesday, 
describes the desperate fighting of 
the last week, in which the Germans 
have been driven back, from village 
to village, to the outskirts of Lille. 
He says: 

Whole Family Killed. 

“The destruction has been terrible. 
some of the villages have been shelled 
by beth the allies and the Germans, 
and many noncombatants have been 
killed.

Acting Secretary of State Lansing 
announced today that the United States 
had protested to Great Britain against 
the seizure of the American steamer 
Brindilla, now held at Halifax, N. &., 
as unjustifiable, and had demanded her 
immediate release. 

This is the second protest which has 
been made to Great Britain regarding 
the seizure of tank steamers belonging 
to the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, 
and flying the American flag. The first 
was in the case of the John D. Rocke- 
feller, which was taken by a warship 
to the Orkney Islands, and whose re- 
lease has just been announced. A third 
protest is expected in the case of the 
Platuria, of the same ownership, seized 
under like circumstances. 

All three were bound for neutral ports 
and were carrying illuminating oil, 
which has lately been classified by Great 
Britain as contraband of war, on the 
theory that it is likely to find its way 
to Germany for use by motor trucks and 
air craft. 

The Ambassador received no word 
concerning the Brindilla and Pilaturia. 
His advices were communicated at once 
to the White House. This was taken in 
official circles as an indication of the 
personal interest President Wilson has 
taken in the cases. 

Presidesat Impatient. 

President Wilson and his advisers are 
impatient with Great Britain's actions 
and attitude, and it is likely a sharp 
note from the President will be sent to 
the British Government if that country 
pursues what officials regard as an ob- 
vious policy of seizing ail American 
merchantmen, carrying articles of com- 
merce from the United States to neu- 
tral countries adjacent to Germany and 
Austria. 

The President does not recognise 
Great Britain's right to seize American 
vessels or even search them, when these 
vessela are bound from the United 
States to a neutral port, or vice versa, 
and unless Great Britain immediately 
suspends the practice, a declaration as 
tu the policy of the American Govern- 
ment will follow. 

Administration officials, from the 
President down are coming to the be- 
lief that Great Brithin is not so much 
worried about articles of commerce 
reaching Germany as she is over the 
possibility that her com \eree upon the 
high seas, now that she is at war, will 
turn to the United States.

In the middle of September she 
created havoc among the British ship- 
ping at Calcutta, sinking five vessels 
and capturing another. They were the 
Indus, Loyal, Killim, Diplomat, Frab- 
beck and Kattinga. The cruiser then 
went to Rangoon and was reported to 
have sunk the British steamships Tu- 
meric, King Dud, Riberia and Foyle and 
to have captured the collier Bursk.

of food, which will be sent to Belgium 
Saturday on a specially chartered ship, 
by way of Rotterdam. 


Food Situation Desperate. 

The food situation in Belgium is be- 
coming desperate. Already 600,000 per- 
sons are being assisted hy means of 
bread lines, according to the commit- 
tee’s report, there being 300,000 of these 
persons in Brussels alone. The’ supply 
of food for these bread stations, it is es- 
timated, will not last more than a wee 
longer. It is expected that the number 
of persons requiring relief will increase 
to a million within a month. 

A stream of specially chartered steam- 
ships will soon start for Holland with 
their cargoes consigned to officers »* 
the commission at various places in 


Belgium. These officers will bé under 


direct control of the commission and 
will be located in London, Rotterdam, 
Antwerp, Brussels, Ghent, Liege and 
other points. When necessary the com, 
mission will co-operate with the Bel- 
gian National Relief Committee, which 
has headquarters in Brussels. 

Half a million dollars was placed at 
Hoover's disposal yesterday from tte 
various Belgian relief funds, and 
through Ambassador Page $750,000 more 
will be turned over to the commission 
today. 

The English Government's contribu- 
tion to Belgian relief, to be expended 
by the American commission, is to be 
$750,000 a month. 


Needs $1,000,000 a Month. 

The commission has stated that $i,- 
000,000 worth of foodstuffs will be need- 
ed monthly during the coming winter 
to feed the Belgians. The chief sup- 
plies required will be wheat, rice, oceans 
and peas. The commission expects to 
conduct many soup kitchens. It states: 

“The commission hopes that the sit- 
vation may be brought urgently before 
the American people, that this charity 
to a liberty-loving people may take the 
practical form of food supplies, and 
that the American organisation already 


soliciting help for the Belgians will 2o- 


operate with the commission in the ap- 
plication of its resources.”

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~ LIFTS CURTAIN ON BITS 
UF FIGHTING ON AISNE 


Witness of Battle Tells How Fewer Than 100,- 


000 Britons Held Line 20 Miles Long Five. 
Weeks, Then Took Offensive—Streets of 


Craonne, Taken and Retaken Six Times, 
Littered With Bodies. 


The Post-Dispatch today presents the third chapter of the narrative of a 
New York World and Post-Dispatch correspondent who has been on the 
firing line of the allies. This article lifts the curtain for the first time 
on the events of the tremendous campaign on the Aisn@ 

The chapter of the narrative published Tuesday furnished a vivid and 
thrilling view of the experiences endured by the fighting men in the 
trenches. 

The second chapter, published yesterday, gave a pathetic view of 
the sufferings of the allied troops, unable to sleep even during a lull in 
the shower of German shells. 

The third chapter, published herewith, describes the working out of 
the plan of Sir John French to hold the German forces being gathered 
for a second advance on Paris, which resulted in the long-fought battle 
of the Aisne engaging nearly a million men at arms, the most momentous 
battle in the history of the world. 

This story is sent with the approval of the British censor, and it 
marks the first departure from the former prohibitive policy of the British 
Government in suppressing all information of the progress of the cam- 
paign in France. Conforming to the rules of censorship, the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent has omitted the names of officers engaged in directing the 
titanic struggle, the locations of specific undertakings, and some informa 
tion that might be of value to the opposing forces, which, however, are 
of minor importance to newspaper readers far removed from the theater 
of war and unfamiliar with the identities of individuals engaged in it. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—I believe that I am the first newspaper cor- 
resportient to be in a position to describe the details of the protracted 
and momentous battle of the Aisne, of which practically no information 
has reached the outside world. It principally concerns the bulldog-like 
resistance of the British troops against the constant ferocious attacks by 
the Germans holding the center of the far-flung line while the French 
troops were engaged in pushing back the right flank of the Germans. 

Sir John French, the British commander, undertook to be this 
vital point of strategic necessity where the Germans were gathered for 
a second plunge toward Paris. 

Fewer Than 100,000 Britons Hold a Line 20 Miles Long. 

With an army of fewer than 100,000 under his command the British 
General succeeded in holding his position on a fighting line of 20 miles 
for five weeks, until the French had swept the flanking movement so far 
to the north that the immediate danger of German success had passed. 
With this accomplished both the French and English have assumed the 
aggressive. 

No battle in modern times was ever more fiercely fought than has 
been that of the Aisne, day after day and referring to which official 
communications gave but the barest information that operations were 
progressing satisfactorily. 

The official statements conveyed but an incomplete idea of the 
tremendous undertaking of the British and French troops. The state- 
ments did not give the real picture of how the British held against the 
onslaughts of the Germans a battle line 20 miles long, while 30 miles 
on both ends of it the French held up their end. : 

They did not tell how the battle, raging day and night, turned into 
& continuous nightmare to the men who were engaged in it, every one 
of whom knew that upon the issue of it rested one of the great deciding 
factors of the war. The statements dealt only with general issues, not 
with the men in the trenches. Yet these men counted in the result. 
Mivery man knew that if the allies could hold the Germans in check 
giong the Aisne and against overwhelming odds occupying more advan- 
tageous positions they would be able to hold them in the future. And 
every man acted accordingly. 

Between both lines of battle a narrow strip, varying from 70 yards to 
& quarter of a mile wide, was a neutral valley of death. Neither side was 
able to cross the strip without being crumpled by fire against which no 
army, no matter how great, could stand. 

Dead of Both Armies Fill Streets of Craonne. 

The Germans have attempted to break through the British and French 
forces hundreds of times, but have been compelled to withdraw, and always 
with severe losses. 

' A number of small towns are distributed in this narrow strip, the most 
important being Craonne. The Germans and French have reoccupied it six 
times and each in turn has been driven out. 

The streets of Craonne are littered with the dead of both armies. The 
houses, nearly all of which have been demolished by exploding shells, must 
also be full of bodies of men who crawled into them to get out of-the with- 
ering fire and have there died. Many of these men died of sheer exhaustion 
and starvation while the battle raged day after day. 

Both armies have now apparently decided to abandon the struggle to 
hold Craonne permanently, and it is now literally a city of the dead. I had 
an opportunity to look upon the horrors of it from a position of vantage 
on the outskirts. It is a typical French village of ancient stone structures. 
The tiny houses all have, or had, gables and tile roofs. These have mostly 
been broken by shell fire. Under the shelter of its buildings both the Ger- 
mans and French have been able at times to rescue their wounded. 

This is more than can be said of the strip of death between the battle 
lines. There the wounded die and the dead go unburied, while the opposing 
forces direct their merciless fire a few feet above the field of suffering and 
earnage. I did not know until I looked upon the horrors of Craonne that 
ench conditions could exist in modern warfare. 

I thought, of course, that frequent truces would be negotiated to give the 
opposing armies an opportunity to collect their wounded and bury their 
dead. I had an idea that the Red Cross had made war less terrible. The 
world thinks so yet, perhaps, but th» conditions along the Aisne do not justify 
that belief. If a man is wounded in that strip between the lines he never 
gets back alive unless he has been within a short distance of his own lines 
or is protected from the enemy’s fire by the lay of the land. 

That there has been the bitterest possible feeling between the British 
and German troops has been frequently told by British officers whose word I 
readily accept. I have been frequently told that the Germans have misused 
the Red Cross wagons; that the Germans have used Red Cross wagons and 
Red Cross Corps to bring up machine guns; that the Germans have sent out 
armed forces wearing Red Cross badges. 


British Take Prisoners Suffering From Typhoid. 
I have no idea, of course, what counter charges the Germans might make, 


‘but T am certain that both sides have neither asked nor given quarter. No 
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British Artillerymen Working Their Guns Unconcernedly Amid a Hail of Projectiles | 
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prisoners are being taken, and that is significant in itself. At the end of the 
first ten days at the Aisne typhoid began to appear in the ranks of the 
British troops, and it is feared that the disease may become epidemic. 

The British took one German prisoner suffering from typhoid and all 
the circumstances surrounding his capture inspired suspicions that he had 
been sent over to spread typhoid among the British troops. That at least was 
the charge that I heard a high English medical officer make. 

The fine weather of the last few days, coupled with the extraordinary 
precautions to supply the men in the trenches with pure water has decreased 
the danger of contagious diseases. 

I found my first opportunity to get close to the battle line shortly after 
the French took Soissons. Approaching from Senlis, I followed the high, 
open plateau of the Aisne for 15 miles, meeting only British soldiers from 
time to time. They made no attempt to find out who I was or my mission. 

Several addressed me in bad French. After a while I realized it was be 
cause of the French clothing I wore. I took my cue from them and talked 
only French. Few British soldiers speak that language. This deception saved 
me from being questioned too minutely. 

Late in the afternoon I came to the edge of the plateau directly opposita 
an old fortress on the Aisne and across from the mouth of Vesle fort, supposed 
to be useless for modern warfare. 1 discovered that it had been strongly in- 
trenched by the Germans and that they had been able to hold it although 
their lines in fact bent sharply at either end. 


Fortress Commanded Valley for Five Miles. 

The old fortress occupies a commanding position covering the 
flat valley of the Vesle for five miles. On both sides of the plateau 
which descends to the Vesle a number of big guns had been mounted, shell- 
ing the town of Conde. Cannon at Conde were answering the German shells, 
the French projectiles dropping within half a mile east of where I stood. 

German guns below Conde and in the woods on the steep declivity toward 
the valley of the Vesle were also keeping up a constant shelling directed at 
‘— in the road~leading (town from the north bank 
of the Vesle to the vile, Jhassemy. 

The German marksmanship appeared to be deadly accurate, though I 
did not personally see their shots hit anywhere. A French light field battery, 
however, was exposed to the German fire and the horses drawing the guns 
ran away just after it passed through the woods to the east of Chassemy. 
A big German shell of the sort that the British troops call ‘‘coal boxes’’ 
broke very close to the allies’ field battery and the horses ran at full gallop 
for half a mile into the streets of Chassemy. I watched the flight through 
my field glasses. I heard afterwards that the German gunners had the 
range of the road down so fine that they had picked off individuals passing 


along it. 

The Aisne turns slightly to the northeast of Chassemy. From the edge 
of the plateau where I stood when night came on I watched the artillery 
duel stretching for miles on either side of me. The explosion from the nearer 
batteries lighted the sky like summer lightning; the further ones looked like 


fireflies. 
Machine Guns Have Done Heavy Damage. 


I watched this display of cannonading for an hour until sharp rifle fire 
broke out below Vailley, four miles away. The dim glow that kept up con- 
tinuously indicated the location of the short-range fighting, but that was 
all I could make out of it. Shortly, however, the machine guns cut in, pitch- 
ing the sharp rattle to a higher note. I have been told that the machine 
guns have done the most damage in this war. These I heard there on the 
plateau above the Aisne sounded as if they must be getting their full share 


of human tolls. I fancied I heard the clamorous sounds of voices afar off. 


Possibly I did. 

I learned the next day that the Germans had surprised a fresh battalion 
of allies and that the whole line of the latter was compelled to make a 
bayonet charge to save it. The man who told me of it had been wounded 
and was sitting on the tailboard of an ambulance just outside of the village 
of Barine. 

There was a long line of other ambulances, each filled with wounded, 
blocking the way. The wounded soldiers described the engagement to me in 
these words: 

‘*No more of that for me. The men do not like to feel t'e bayonet sink- 
ing into their flesh. They scream like pigs. A bayonet got me. The Ger- 
man pointed at my face, but I plugged it with my right arm, and it was bro- 
ken.’’ 

Leaving the wounded soldier, | went into the town of Briene and passed 
through it without being stopped. The streets were full of ambulances and 
Red Cross orderlies. A French.woman whom I questioned told me that as 
‘many as a thousand wounded men had been brought in at night and had been 
sent away in order to avoid being fired upon. She said that there were no 
fewer than 500 wounded in Briene the night I talked with her. 


Artillery and Cavalry Everywhere in the Fields. 

While she was telling me her story two British staff officers scrutinized 
me closely as they passed, but apparently decided that I was a resident and 
knew the woman, and went on. I did not linger, however, but went along 
the main road toward Rheims, through four miles of horse artillery and cav- 
alry which were scattered in the fields everywhere. 

A German monoplane passed overhead, flying rather low. A French reg. 
iment quartered in a small town opened fire on it, making the aviator climb 
to higher altitudes. I was able to make out through my glasses a black Mal- 
tese cross. It also had the slightly turned back wings of the taube type. A 
little later a British biplane flew over. 

The whole plateau, from which I com- 


manded a distant view, was being 
sl.elied, but the aviators. who were 


seemed to satisfy him and I was per- 
mitted to,go on. 
Shelis kept falling mostly on the 


within range, did not appear to be both- 
ered, nor did it inspire a company of 
men unloading a line of motor trucks 
bearing ammunition to abandon cheir 
task. They piled the ammunition up 
unconcernedly. 

As I went across the feld toward 
safety a cavalryman doing patrol duty 
rode after me and asked who I was. I 
answered him in French, explaining in 
part by gestures, mentioning the names 
cf two towns. 1 tried to make him un: 
derstand that I was going from one 
town to the other. The explanation

, 


Aisne side of the ridge, seeming to be 
directed to one point, to avoid which I 
made a long detour. When I left an 
English battery had just come up and 
was getting into action. 

Beyond a forest that ran to the edge 
of the plateau overlooking the Aisne 
the Germans were shelling the woods, 
so I did not enter it. [ kept in the open 
t I noticed a tall tree. Climbing thie, 
I hid in the branches. From this coign 
of vantage I commanded a view of 
about six miles of firing line fer three 
hours. It gave me an idea of the Brit- 


ish battle plan. Somewhere in the rear, 
probably across the Vesle, were several 
batteries of the howitzers, dropping 
heavy shells constantly on the few 
points held by the Germans. One of 
these was Fort Conde. Directly oppo- 
site me and half a mile apart were tw? 
other batteries directing their fire at 
points where German troops were 
massed. Along the northern slope of 
the plateau these batteries directed their 
fire at the German line over a distance 
of from two to four miles. 

There were also several British bat- 
teries firing both shell and shrapnel 
from a spur across the Aisne. There 
were also batteries of shrapnel appar- 
ently searching the patches of woods 
Leyond the German lines and presum- 
ably worrying the trenches. I could see 
the British trenches on the steep side of 
the plateau beyond. I could also see an 
occasional soldier through my glasses. 
The German guns were returning the 
heavy. fire from the British, dropping 
both shell and shrapnel along the edge 
of the plateau. Some of these shells 
fell within 200 yards of the tree from the 
branches of which I viewed the scene. 

These missiles were being directed at 
a clump of brush back from the heavier 
group. Scanning this brush through my 
glasses I thought I saw a heavy ar- 
tillery piece which the British soldiers 
call ‘‘Long Tom.’ After a while I saw 
that these and three others like them 
were log batteries which had fooled the 
Germans. I learned afterward that the 
Germans had been shelling that fake 
battery for more than two weeks. 

Over to the northwest was a German 
balloon, about 1000 feet up, which hung 
unmolested all the time I was there. 

Aviators Avold Shell Fire. 

German aeroplanes passed high up 
overhead and attracted the fire of the 
British, who directed small shrapnel at 
them. The Germans adopted a similar 
method in trying to bring down the 
British airships, but both German and 
British circled over each other's lines 
apparently paying little attention to 
each other during all the time I was 
on the Aisne. I did not see or hear of 
an English or German airship being 
struck, although there was an aerial 
duel one day when &an English airman 
mounted high above:a German - plane 
containing two men. The British air- 
man was shot through the thigh by one 
ot the Germans and scarcely reached 
safety before he fainted from the loss 
of blood. 

This was the day mentioned by Sir 
John French in his official dispatches 
as one that marked the aggressive re- 
newal of the activity of both forces. 
The Germans were attacking, evidently 
advancing under cover as every piece 
of sheltered ground back of the Ger- 
man lines opposite me was getting it 
hard. 

The British have told me several times 
how effective their shrapnel fire was. 
and I had now a splendid opportunity 
to realize the truth of their statement. 
One piece of cover about four miles 
north was receiving two or three shells 
a minute until it became unbearable. 

The German infantry had to leave 
and the apparently deserted one com- 
pany which I saw was running over a 
harvested fleld. As each company of 
German troops broke from its exposed 
cover the British batteries across the 
Aisne about two miles from them 4di- 
rected a merciless fire. 

The range of the British guns seemed 
to be perfect. From the first shot I 
could see the ranks of the Germans break 
and then close again. I could see the 
bodies lying in the field after the flee- 
ing Germans had passed. There were 
four companies in that woods and they 
must have lost fifty men in the open. 
Others were undoubtedly killed in the 
woods, because half an hour afterward 
I could see men carrying stretchera 
These did not advance far beyond the 
woods. 

French Fire Effective. 

Later, in commenting on the incident, 
a British officer told me that the 
French shrapnel fire was even better. 
He told me an incident he had seen on 
the retreat of the German army from 
the battle of the Marne. 

A French field artillery company had 
been ordered forward at a gallop to 
support the infantry. It was retreating 
across a field when a detachment of 
uhlans rushed at it out of the woods 
about 600 yards away. Quickly swinging 
his guns about and sending the horses 
to the rear, the French artillery com- 
mander was ready to open fire. 

When the uhlans were within 200 yards 
of him he had six guns. all of which 
were loaded with shrapnei, in action. He 
fired 18 rounds and the uhlans were com- 
pelled to turn. The engagement did not 
last five minutes. Five minutes later 
the French battery was galloping ahead 
to carry out its orders. 

If I had known when I climbed that 
tree that the English lines were full of 
spies I should never have done so. I! 
never took a chance like that before and 


will not again, for about this time it be- 
came evident to the British that their 
movements were accurately known, Ev- 
ery time a British General — traveled 
along the road it was shelled. As soon 
as a line of troops or train of motor 
trucks took the road it was shelled. 

Many spies were caught. The British 
are not suspicious enough, while the 
French are over-suspicious. The British 
permitted refugees, or pretended ref- 
ugees, to pass through their lines. They 
also did not search woods and caves 
carefully enough. Spies were taken 
from some of these places who had 
been there a month, and in some in- 
stances were equipped with wireless ap- 
paratus and telephones manipulated 
with fine wire. 

Spies in Hiding Five Weeks. 

In one village the hands of the town 
clock were moved by a German spy to 
signal to the German commander. Un- 
der a bridge at Bourge, which was. de- 
stroved by the Germans in retreat, two 
German spies, black with dirt, were re- 
moved less than a week ago. They had 
been there five weeks and were in tele- 
phone communication with the German 
forces. 

For three weeks notices were ppsted in 
all towns occupied by soldiers to watch 
for an automohile with gray gearing 
and a black body, occupied by two men 
In English uniform. They were never 
caught. I have since been told that 
the Germans found aeroplanes more 
serviceable than spies, as all army 
movements for the past two weeks have 
taken place at night. Bivouacked troops 
have also been kept under cover. 
saw one bivouac made of hay. Sir John 
French constantly passed along th» 
front of his troops. I saw him one day 
near Fismenes in an automobile. In a 
machine that followed was a conva- 
lascent soldier, who told me that “Un- 
cle French,”’ as the soldiers called him, 
visited the field hospitals, constantly 
talking to the wounded. 

The wounded soldier to whom I talked 
said he had been shot trying to cross 
the Aisn- at Vailley the first day of 
the battle. He had been taken to a 
church at Chassemy, where scores of 
wounded soldiers were lying on the 
floor. Some of them had been two days 
and nights in the rain before they had 
been found. He told me there was not 
a cigarette among 200 convalescents. Hs 
saw an English officer buy a cigarette- 
making machine for 3 francs. 

Calmette’s Chauteau Looted. 

I saw few evidences of German loot- 
ing. In one chateau at Longueval the 
wooden paneling in a dining room was 
smashed to pieces in search of secret 
panels, all the mirrors were broken, the 
clock flung on the floor and the billiard 
table slashed. I was told that this 
chateau belonged to Editor Calmette, 
who was shot by Mme. Caillaux. 

All the British troops I saw consisted 
of seasoned men who had been in 
France from the beginning. The first 
new ones to come were brought to guard 
transports and railroad lines. This is 
the finest body of militia I ever have 
seen. The men in it complained bitterly 
because they had seen no action. 

The Turcos are all mounted on wiry, 
little horses, and are chiefly useful for 
quick attacks. I have not seen them 
in action, but the French value them 
highly. 

Toward the end of the month the 
French troops made a flanking move- 
ment from the right of the line, the 
whole movement taking only two days. 
Trains were used to move cavairy and 
artillery. The infantry was brought tn 
motor busses. As far north as Amiens 
were long lines of motor busses carry- 
ing three regiments. They had come 
nearly 100 miles that day and were set 
down fresh. The British army used 
motor trucks only, which kept passing 
constantly back and forth on main roads 
leading to the front and just outside the 
German fire. 

I saw one line of these trucks three- 
quarters of a mile long on the road be- 
tween Soissons and Fereen Tardnois. I 
saw another turn toward the rear in 
readiness for a retreating movement. 
This strip was policed by French gen- 
darmes, who are more certain to turn 
you back than soldiers. 

In every way the British troops are 
very popular in France. I have not wit- 
nessed a single case of friction between 
the English and French troops. They 
drink and fraternize together, sing each 
other's songs and even seem to be able 
to make each other understand. 

Between the genera! 
Britain and France there ts evidently 
the most cordial feeling existing. Gen. 
Joffre and Gen. French undoubtedly 
work in the closest harmony. 

I witnessed the shift of 20.000 men in 
two days, the French relieving the En- 
sclish promptly. according to promise 
The moral of both the British and 
French troops could hardly be better. 
The French, in fact, have with diffi- 
culty been kept in their trenches on the 
Aisne, so eager have they been to at- 
tack,

To give Mrs. Carman up to justice

I believe any normal woman would 
refuse to testify against another woman 
who had shot out of jealousy, and would 
even lie to shield her.’

Carman kneeling by the body, as well 
as George Golder, the man who testl- 
fied the other day that he saw a woman 
all dressed in white—Mrs. Powell—in the 
room, and made no mention whatever 
of this apparition. 

Celia then went back into the kitchen 
and washed the dishes. Une of the most 
remarkable thinge about this affair is 
the apparent subservience to routine of 
all concerned. Celia washed the dishes, 
after having seen a murdered woman 
on the floor.

She looked fresher yesterday than 
Tuesday, and although she leaned her 
face more than once on that large, 
capable hand of hers, I saw no trace of 
stony reserve, stolidity, suppressed 
nerve, or “magnificent self-control.”’

Harvard to Keep Muensterberg,

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 23.—Proef. 
Hugo Muensterberg has withdrawn 
his resignation from’ the chair of 
psychology at Harvard University, 
“at the request of the authorities.”

of Southern Hotel Taxi Serv- 
ice, Kills Self in Park. 


Gus W. Traffert, for 21 years book- 
keeper and collector for the Wand Liv- 
ery Co. and at one time manager of 
the Southern Hotel’s taxicab service, 
picked out the automobile hearse to be 


aised at his funeral and then kilied him- 
-wix with carbolic acid in Forest Park 
‘ate yesterday afternoon. 

Traffert went to his old employer, 
Thomas Wand, now president of ithe 
Smithers & Wand Undertaking Co., at 
4233 Olive street, at 11 a m. yesterday. 
He wept and said to Wand: ‘Tom, 
you'll be putting me away soon. I 
understand you have a fine new auto- 
mobile hearse. Would you mind show- 
ing it to me?” 

Wand ied Traffert back te the garage 
and showed him the hearse. 

‘That's fine,”’ said Traffert. “I’m go- 
ing to ride in it in a couple of days.” 

Traffert.then went to the home of his 
brother, Harry Traffert, at 4151 West- 
minster place, where he has been stop- 
ping, and remained there until 4 p. m., 
when he went out for a walk. 

At 4:4 p. m. he called Mrs. Traffert 
en the telephone. “I’m tired of it all. 
I'm going to end it,” he said. 

His startied sister-in-law asked him 
wifere he was. He said he was on 
King’s highway, near Forest Park. 

Half an hour later he drank acid 
while seated on a bench in the park 
near the main Lindell boulevard en- 
trance drive. 

Traffert was an active man until 
about two years ago, when he suffered 
a stroke of paralysis which made it dif- 
ficult for him to walk.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Adjournment 
of Congress at 6 o’clock tonight was ar- 
ranged by administration leaders of 
both houses today and a formal resolu- 
tion to that effect was prepared, 

The House met at 10 o’clock and after 
an hour had been allowed for discussion 
the war tax conference report was 
adopted by a rising vote, 125 to 52, and 
The reduction of the Senate tax 
on beer and elimination of the 5 cents a 
gallon on rectified spirits removed prac- 
tidally all opposition by House Demo- 
crats, 

The final agreement on the bill was 
reported by a strict party vote, Repub- 
licans voting against it. The confer- 
ence restored the House provision that 
the new taxes should go into effect the 
day after passage of the bill. 

Failure to substitute, in lieu of the 
amendments on beer and rectified spir- 
its, Representative Underwood’s pro- 
posal to restore the tax of 2 cents 
a gallon on gasoline, as contained 
Wilk? will reduce’ the 
amount of revenue, estimated under the 
Senate bill at $105,000,000, to $90,000,000. 

When the war tax conference report 

went to the Senate the House took up 
the cotton warehouse bill. Representa- 
tive Henry of Texas produced a letter 
from President Wilson expressing the 
hope that Congress would pass the Dill 
before adjournment. While Leader Un- 
derwood attempted to get up the ad- 
journment resolutions, Henry forced roll 
calls and began a mild filibuster to force 
action on the warehouse bill, which was 
productive of an agreement to take it up 
provided a special rule under which the 
amendments to the bank law were being 
considered could be disposed of. 
In the Senate, Senator Smith of 
Georgia pressed a resolution for a sen- 
atorial commission to investigate the 
cotton export situation. The Senate 
promptly adopted it and proceeded to 
the conference report on the war reve- 
nue bill.

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GERMAN PAPERS 
SENT 10 ST. LOUIS 


Burgomaster - Asks Mayor Kiel 
to Display News Written From 
Fatherland’s Viewpoint. 


Ce ee 


Mayor Henry W. Kiel yesterday re 
ceived from the Upper Burgomaster of 
Berlin, Germany, a parcel of newspa- 
pers and a letter asking him to have 
the papers put in some public place 
where the people of- St. Louis might 
read the war news as written from the 
German viewpoint. Mayor Kiel in his 
reply thanked the Berlin official and 
said he would have the papers placed in 
the Public Library. 

The newspapers sent to Mayor Kiel 
were of August and September dates. 
There were about 60 of them. 


Burgomaster’s Letter. 

The letter from the Berlin Burgomas- 
ter, dated Sept. 22, follows: 

“Our German fatherland has _ the 
greatest imaginable interest that during 
this present struggle in which it is fight- 
ing for its existence, neutral lands may 
in the future no longer be informed 
concerning the events of the war ex- 
clusively through the press of our en- 
emies. 

“The monstrous perversions of the for- 

eign war reporting, which not only sup- 
tresses the truth when it is uncomfort- 
able for them, but also spreads mali- 
cious falsehoods for the purpose of 
damaging the reputation of Germany, 
compels Germans in this matter to an 
earnest defense. 
“Especially does the municipal admin- 
istration of our city regard it as their 
patriotic duty to take official steps to 
make continuously accessible to the au- 
thorities and the citizens of the great 
municipalities of neutral states the re- 
ports of the German press on the prog- 
ress of the war. 

Information “Unadorned.” 
“The German newspapers publish reg- 
ularly the dispatches from the German 
headquarters on the state of affairs. 
This information, which comes plal! 
and unadorned from an uncontaminateJ 
source, will give to the world constant- 
ly a trustworthy and clear view of 
events. A comparison of these reports 
with those in the press of our adver- 
saries will show hereafter on. which 
side the truth was to.be found and on 
which side lies and hypocrisy have made 
their home. 

‘We shall be under ths deepest obli- 
gation to the honored administration of 
your city if we shall have the plea- 


sense of justice and impartiality has 
been successful and if you will be will- 
ing to accept our reports and direct 
them to the. sources of public informa- 
tion in your place and if possible bring 
them to immediate knowledge of your 
citizens by having them exposed in the 
public reading rooms or in any other 
suitable vray. 
“We inclose with this som. of.the war 
dispatches of Wolff's telegraphic bureau 
for the month of August. We shall send 
you daily newspapers regularly. 
“WARMUTH, Oberburgermeister.” 
Similar letters have been sent to the 
Mayors of other large American cities.

DR. C. C. FLOWER CAUGHT 


Promoter, Indicted 14 Years 
Ago, Arrested in Canada. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Oct. 22.—Dr. C. C. 
Flower, about 70 years old, indicted 14 
years ago in New York City on a charge 
of grand larceny arising out of enor- 
mous sales of alleged fraudulent mining 
stocks, was arrested here last night. 

Investors in financial deals promoted 
by Flower in 1900 were alleged to have 
lost about $1,000,000.

Ip the report of the engineer of the Public 
fervice Commission, as published, I noticed the 
folowing most significant and most repulsive 
eleuse: “Now, with the recommendation from 
the State Board I trust it will be a more simple 
mstter ‘to obtain the necessary franchises”— 
whieh seems to be a comment by Mr. McCulloch 


en the reports. 

Ie thig clause the “nigger in the woodpils?” Is 
that report going to be made the basis and 
foundation stone upon which to build a pretext 
ef gbing before the people of St. Louis, and by 
Aook and crook getting “franchises” passed that 
will give our streets to a private monopoly for 
the next 50 years? Well, if so, it will be a mis- 
erable failure. The temper of the people in re- 
garé to street railway franchises has been vlear- 
ly shown, time and again, at public hearings on 
street railway matters at the city hall, and in the 
past few days the way that Southern [llinois 


tion franchise has been kicked off the 
éridge and off the streets, also shows what the 


People think of franchise grabbers as well as 
franchises, even when put before the people un 
Mer the dirty and transparent guise of some 
fittle “loop.” . 

. If we cannot get good street car service with- 
@eut giving franchises to even one inch of our 
@treets or extending existing franchises for even 
wyne hour, then we will just accept bad service and 
de done with it. 

The people of St. Leuis are furnished about 
1,000,000 ? passenger miles of street car service 
Der day. On an average they pay $17.50 peor cap- 
ita, per year, for this service. They can take 
ever their streets and operate their own cars, like 
they now operate their own fire departments, and 
public schools; have no carfares whatever; lect a 
Man, woman or child get on any car and ride 
when he pleases and pay no fare whatever and 
the service be furnished by the city at en aver- 
age cost of $2,890 per capita per year. Now why 
in this world should we pay a private monopoly 
$17.60 for that which we can furnish ourselves 
for $2.90 a year and get infinitely better serv'ce 
in the bargain? 

Publicly owned and operated street car serv- 
fee is coming, and it is coming soon. Franchise 
grabbers, In their treatment of the people ana the 
franchises under their control have forever put 
the seal of condemnation upon any extension of 
the things that they stand for or represent. We 
can pay $2.90 more in taxes each year and have 
free street car service and the kind of service 
that will enable a motorman to stop his car when 
the time comes to do that or cut the leg or neck 
or arm off some baby. 

I shall fight to the bitter end any extension of 
franchises to our streets to anyone, no matter 
how plausible nor in what guise it mignt be 
sought.

Retail Price of Apples.

We find our old and time-honored 
ffiends confronting us on all sides, 2 for 5+, 8 
for 100, 6 for 25c, be each, eto, The difference 
between the price paid the producer of this 
staple fruit and that asked of the consumer by 
the barre] or over the counter in small quan- 
tities ig startling. With reasonable prices pre 
valling probably five times the quantity of this 
fruit would be consumed than is now the case. 


HOME RULE FOR ST. LOUIS. 

What are St Louisans doing te obtain home 
rule for this city? | 

The home rule measures passed by the State 
Legislature at the late session will be submitted 
to the voters of the State under the referendum 
at the November election. 

St. Louis made a tremendous effort to obtain 
home rule legislation from the Legislature. A 
representative citizens’ committee, backed by 
overwhelming public sentiment, demanded the 
adoption of home rule bills and labored with the 
Legislature until they were passed. 

The fruits of these labors are endangered by 
the referendum, which submits the questions of 
‘giving St. Louis home rule to the voters of the en- 
tire State. It is necessary to have a majority of 
the votes cast on the proposition in order to 
enjoy it. That a great. majority of St. Louis vot- 
ers favor home rule is certain; but what is be- 
ing done to make known to the voters outside of 
the city the sentiment of St. Louwisans and to 
convince them that St. Louis ought to have home 
rule. 

The argument in favor of home rule is unan- 


} swerable. It is the argument in favor of local 
self-government— a 
| prineiple. In depriving St. Louis of the control of 


fundamental democratic 
local police and excise the State discriminates 
against St. Louis. Hvery county in the State en- 
joys the right of self government which St. Louis 
asks, Elvery argument advanced against home 
rule is based upon fear of the people and is ad- 
vanced against local self-government everye 
where. 

The progressive movement towards the freedom 
of cities is almost universal. It is recognized not 
only that cities are entitled to self-government, 
but that the people of the cities are most inter- 
ested in their own welfare and are the best judges 
of the measures required to promote law, order 
and progress. Politics is at the bottom of the re- 
strictions from which cities have suffered. Their 
control has increased the power of State party 
leaders and organizations. 

Propositions 11 and 12 on the ballot submitting 
the question of home rule for St. Louis should 
carry. St. Louisans should make every effort to 
obtain a sound decision on these questions from 
the voters of the State. 
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A QUESTION FOR SOCIETY. 

For society as a whole, a far more important 
question than what the 200 homeless, jobless, pen- 
niless men in a mushroom hotel mean to do on 
election day is, how dia they come to be there 
and in that condition?

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TAFT ON TREATY ENFORCEMENT. 

Former President Taft, addressing the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, once more warned the coun- 
try of the hazard involved in allowing a state, 
or individual citizens, to violate the nation’s 
treaty obligations without being challenged or 
punished therefor. 

Congress, he said, should give the President 
power to sue in Federal courts to punish viola- 
tors of the treaty rights of aliens, and the power 
to use the nation’s military arm, if necessary, to 
enforce those rights. 

Mr. Taft’s allusion was unmistakably to the 
Japanese in California, and to California's law 
(enacted over the vigorous protest of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Bryan), which denies the 
Japanese the equal treatment guaranteed to them 
by treaty. 

Japan very properly declined to act on Mr. 
Bryan’s advice to sue the State of California in 
the United States courts. Japan assumes that the 
United States is a nation, competent to enforce 
ite own treaties everywhere within its borders. 
It appears, on the testimony of Mr. Taft, who 
as President had need to study this situation, that 
there is a gap in the nation’s legal authority to 
act in such matters. , 

This being a gap through which serious inter- 
national difficulty may at any time enter, Mr. 
Taft stated an important truth when he said: 

“The authority that makes the treaty should 
have the power to fulfill its obligations.”

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UNITED RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 
OC. L. Delbridge makes a good point in our letter 


column today when he calls attention to the fran- 
chises required to carry out the recommendations 
of Engineer Harrop for better street car service. 

If extensions are to be made, the privilege of 
using certain streets must be granted on some 
terms. We have no idea that these terms will 
include 60-year franchises and the validation of 
the blanket franchise of the United Railways. We 
have no idea that St. Louis will accept a com- 
promise measure such as that against which the 
Post-Dispatch led a vigorous and winning fight. 

As we suggested, the city can grant indetermi- 
nate franchises for the loops and extensions neces- 
sary; or it can grant short-term, reasonable li- 
censes. In anything that is done the control of 
the streets must remain in the hands of the city. 
Necessary traffic improvements must not be made 
the excuse for granting further “cinches” and vast 
benefits to the company.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR ‘‘TAXI’’ EHGULATION. 

The Board of Public Service is incubating an or- 
dinance regulating livery and taxicab service and 
fixing rates. We suggest: 

That the ordinance forbid hotel owners or others 
to rent public streets near their properties to 
favored taxi companies. All revenue derived from 
public property should go into the public treas- 
ury. 

That whatever rates may be designated as legal 
shall also be declared maximum rates only, leav- 
ing competition free to enforce reductions. Cur- 
rent taxicab rates in American citles—except New 
York, where a new ordinance has popularized the 
service—are so high that the use of the taxi is 
confined chiefly to the rich and the sportive who 


‘temporarily feel rich; whereas it ought to be, and 


in cities of the Old World it is, cheap enough to 
be commonly used by anybody in a hurry or who 
wishes to reach an address not on or hear a car 
line. 

That taxi drivers be empowered to call a police 
officer and procure the arrest and fine of any 
passenger who uses the service and refuses to 
pay the legal fare, This authority the drivers do 
not now possess. Very often their passengers 
refuse to pay, and in all such cases the driver, not 
the company, has to stand the loss.

T0 OPEN RESERVE 
BANKS ON NOV. 16 


Disregards Directors Who Voted 
for Nov. 30 and Plans to Rush 
Organization Work. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Although dl. 
rectors and governors of the 12 Federa. 
Reserve Banks yesterday voted, 87 to 35, 
in favor of opening the banks Nov. 39. 
members of the Reserve Board today 


were going ahead with plans for put- 
ting the new banking system in opera- 
tion. Nov. 16, or Nov. 20, if it be found 
that the former cannot be accomplished. 
Secretary McAdoo favored Nov. 16 and 
President Wilson thought the banks 
should begin business at the earliest 
possible date. 

As the currency act empowers McAdoo 
to open the banks whenever in his opin- 
ion they are ready to transact business, 
the vote of the banks representative 
does not bind the Secretary or the Re- 
serve Roard. 

Although the board, has voted that all 
the banks shall open at the same time, 
this decision may be changed if it seems 
desirable for any reason to have some 
of the banks begin business before 
others. An early date was favored by 
sume of the Southern bankers, as they 
thought the Federal banks might render 
aid in handling the cotton crop. 

The conference yesterday devoted 
much time to hearing reports of commit- 
tees. The one in charge of a definition 
of commrcial paper, regarded by many 
bankers as of first importance, did not 
finish its labors. It recommended in a 
general way a broad definition of such 
paper, but decided to continue its work 
further. 


Cotton OConference in New York Re- 
sults in No Definite Plan. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Another confer- 
ence of bankers identified with the pro- 
posed $150,000,000 cotton pool to ease 
financial conditions in the South was 
neld here yesterday, without definite 

results. 

It is understood that the latest plan 
calls for the issuance of two classes of 
warehouse certificates. 

The first is to be taken by banks of 
the North and West on the basis of cot- 
ton at 4% cents per pound, while the 
other is to be accepted by Southern 
banks on the basis 0” 6-cent cotton. 

This shifts the main responsibility for 
the plan to banks in the cotton-growing 
states, 

The foregoing plar and other details 
of an important character, including re- 
[stricted acreage for next year’s crop, 
were among the phases taken up at the 
conference. Among those at the con- 
ference were Festus J. Wade and G. 
W. Simmons of St. Louis.

“No one in the banking community 
professed to have any knowledge of the 
plan, reported from Washington, for an 
international agreement whereby Lon- 
don might advance money on a part of 
our unsold cotton, with a view to easing 
the present strain on the foreign ex- 
changes. 

“Even if such a plan were to become 
a tangible matter of discussion, it would 
not affect, and certainly ought not to do 
so, the movement among our own bank- 
ers to take up from our own resources 
the problem of the unsalable cotton sur- 
plus of the season. 

‘It may be remarked of the rumored 
London suggestion that under present 
conditions a plan for lending on Amer- 
lean cotton, Iike a plan for lending on 
American securities, woull be much 
complicated by the lack of any authori- 
tative market prices, so long as cotton 
and stock exchanges remain closed. 


“In this respect, the world is today 
confronted with an entirely new phe 
nomenon in political economy! one that 
is, moreover, genuinely reassuring. When 
it is remembered that wars of this mag- 
nitude have in the past been commonly 
introduced by issues of irredeemable pa- 
per money, it may be judged to what 
extent the financial structure is better 
prepared today to endure the strain. 

“One of the most. distinguished En- 
glish economists of the generation past, 
made the prediction that, in such a war 
as this, the Bank of England would stop 
gold payments and the British Govern- 
ment would take possession of its gold 
reserves. But we are making new eco- 
nomic precedent. 

Bank of England Gains Gold. 


“Once more the Bank of England 
today reported a large increase in its 
gold holdings rere the past week. 
This gain of $4,146,000 for the week 
makes the total increase, since the 
low level of Aug. 7, no less than 
$162,000,000. As compared with a year 
ago this week, this stock of gold has 
increased $116,000,000, and it is larger 
by $64,500,000, or 22%, per cent, than 
the highest figure ever reached by it 
before this war began. 

“These are extraordinary figures— 
not less so, when taken in conjunc- 
tion with the reported increase of 
$111,000,000 in the gold holdings of 
the Imperial German Bank since July 
80, and with the further fact that 
those German gold holdings are now 
$145,000,000 beyond what they were 
exactly ‘12 months ago. 

“Nor would the case be complete, 
without calling attention also to the spe- 


ernment figures peony By Monday. The 
increase over 1914 was $18,000,000. Last 
Saturday the New York Clearin House 
institutions also showed specie Seidines 
n | Institut! above the same date last year. 

“For these several noteworthy results 
there are explanations which differ in 
each case. But the fundamental fact, 
common to all three instances, is that 
gold is not being hoarded on a prolig- 
fous scale, as in every previous great 
war, but it doing its lecitimate service 
as a banking reserve against expanded 
credits. The credit Habilities created 
since Aug. 1, in the shape of loans or 
emergency bank currency. have been 
wholly unprecedented in volume, but so 
has the accumulation of gold reserves 
eat theh, In the great financial mar- 

ets. 
Pxchange Ia Stronger. 

“Sterling exchange was a trifle 
stronger than yesterday, sight bills 
selling at 4.95 and cables at 4.95%. 
There was a good deal of exchange 
offered, however, and some large 
mercantile operations weer in course 
of negotiation, which will probably 
lead to increased offerings in the 
near future. 

“The banks received more deposits 
for the account of foreign clients 
and although the quotation for sight 
drafts on erlin was unchanged at 
$1, the lowest level touched on the 
present movement—it was reported 
that some bills had been sold at a 
lower price. 

“There were various developments 
which indicated rather clearly that 
Germany was making large purchases 
in this market, and that some very 
important transactions of this char- 
acter had been put through. 

“The banks made call loans as low as 

per cent, but that rate was unusual, 

and obtained only in cases where very 
o jaee cota collateral was offered, and 
where the borrower was a regular cus- 
tomer of the lender. 
“The money market in general was 
easier, but there was a broad demand 
for money from mercantile sources, and 
the banks of this city were called upon 
1 | to renew large loans for institutions at 
the South. 

“The inquiry from that qu ter 
showed that many banks at the ‘ uth 
were in need of accommodation at wuce. 
Most of these advances were made at 
6 per cent, which will probably be the 
rate asked by the banks in the event 
that the proposal to form a $150,000,000 
pool to help out the Southern interests 
goes through. 

New Loans Are Pianned. 

“An interesting feature of the inveat- 
ment market wee the effort of certain 
nes _ me negotiate short-term 
loans t Dey the large banking houses. 
The wars nye he for Bg ote = loans of this 
character as to make it 
easy for the-t ‘bankers ~ place good is- 
sues tn cases where the accormmodation 
was sought for one or two year periods. 

"The indications are that a good many 
such loans will be issued to take care of 
the short-term notes that were put out 
a year or two ago, when the plans to 
place long-term bonds went astray. Be- 
sides several municipalities, there are 
one or two states which may find it 
necessary to apply to the markets for 
the same kind of eae. 


ST. LOUIS MONEY MARKET 


St. Louis differs from other markets 
of similar or equal importancé in that 
the call money range of dealings usually 
is very small until the market for time 
funds is fully established. Therefore un- 
til the average rate of time funds gets 
around the 6 per cent level, little may 
be expected from the market for de- 
mand funds.
